The Bird Census 


Bird lovers who would like to help Uncle Sam lake a na- 


tional bird census should apply now for the necessary 'blanks 
for reports and for detailed instructions. The census this year 
is to be taken about June 1, which is the height of the nesting 
season in many localities. Unpaid volunteers have done this 
work so well in the past that the Biological Survey of the U, S: 
Department of Agriculture is hoping for more volunteers than 
ever this season. 


If anyone wants to know what and why is a bird census, 


the department can tell him. The purpose of the census is to 
furnish information as to the exact number of birds nesting 
within the boundaries of selected tracts of land and to throw 
light on many problems concerning the distribution of bird 
life.

An examiner's report to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion recommends that the surcharges paid to railroads by Pull- 
man travelers be discontinued on trie ground that they were 
unreasonable. Public hearings are being held by the commis- 
sion. Travelers' organizations, chambers of .commerce, ship- 
pers, hotel associations and other bodie? have all protested 
against the surcharge and it will occasion ho surprise if they 
have their grievance redressed.- 


The surcharge was adopted-four years ago to provide addi- 


tional revenue for the railroads to meet an increase in wages 
awarde dto railroad employees by the railroad labor board It 
means that along with the regular railroad fare and regular 
Pullman fare paid by Pullman passengers there is a charge of 
50 per cent extra for the space occupied by me passengers. 


This is one of the factors combining to make railroad travel 


prohibitively expensive to many people. It is not really a lux- 
ury tax" because most Americans recognize Pullman accomo- 
dations as necessary on long trips. It is felt that the railroads 
can now afford to give up this source of income, because they 
are more prosperous. Their loss from such surrender mi*ht be 
slight anyway, because it would increase the volume of oas- 
senger traffic.
